The Value of Moderation. 


The idea of (raining/or vacation seems somewhat ludicrous 


at first thought, but (is is advocated by a professor of Bellcvue 
Medical College, New York, and in view of the way many 
people spend their vacations it may not be so much amiss. 
There has long been a standing joke about the need of rest 
after returning from vacation, and there is no doubt that many 
return in a condition to need that which they professedly went 
away to seek.

Notwithstanding the fact that there is a certain kind of rest 


in mere change and that it is not necessary for the young and 
robust to sit still simply because they are on vacation, it is true 
that too many make hard work of their vacations and reach 
home in actual need of rest. The tendency is to go too fast 
and loo far in seeking the enjoyments of release from the 
routine of life, and thus to miss the real rest that a vacation 
shoui dafford. 
But to train for this in advance would only 


make a bad matter worse. The proper thing to do is to keep 
in reasonable training the year round, for both work and 
recreation, and when the time for recreation comes to enjoy it 
in that moderation which should be the rule in all the affairs of 


life.

Life in this country today is too feverish. 
We work loo 


hard and turn play into work by playing too hard. The spirit 
of moderation has departed. We. crave excitement and con- 
stant action, and the result is that living has become a grand 
rush from the first day of the year to the last. 


But "training for vacation" is not (he remedy. 
It would be 


better to curb the tendency toward incessant action and excite- 
ment, to learn what real rest is and learn to enjoy it. Absence 
from routine duties and a change of scene and atmosphere 
ought to be highly beneficial, as they are when properly availed 
of, but there are far loo many lo whom vacation means a reck- 
less expenditure of money and energy, and who would be ac- 
tually better oil' if they took no vacaiions at all. 


It is to be hoped the lime may come when Americans will 


learn the invaluable lesson of moderation, in work and in play, 
and to live so that no one will be impelled lo advise them to 
"train for vacation."
